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lo A manber of Vietnamese remained in Cunton following the Communict occupation 
of the city. The official Ho Chi Minh Gevormaont group is represented by 
Heang Vinho He is an official Ilo Government representative but is not 
specifically assigned te Canton. He often has relations with the provincial 
Communist authorities. His real mission Js possibly to negotiate for economic 
and military supplies for the Ho Goverimmont. 


@o Hoang Vinh frequently visits the Vietnamese who are currently in Cantono 
Ho is amicable and occasionally renders littlo services to his friends which 
are without political motivee Hoang Vinh doos not discuss political affeirs 
nor does ho serve as a propagandist. 


3. Up to the present, there is no Ho Chi Minh Govermmont consul in Cantons 


hea ahs Yietnamese who are politically neither pro» or anti-Viet Minh are abie 
& live quictly without annoyance from the Communist authoritios. In 

Decanber 199 thea Communist authorities rocuested all forcigners to registers 
fhe Viotnomese informed the authorities that they did not heave any passports 
but would do anything that the Chinese authorities requested. The Comaunist 
authorities noted thoir addresses and said they would be notified when the 
consuls of the Ho Chi Minh Government arrived in Centon. Up to the prosont, 
thess Vietnamese have not been bothered by the Communists. 


er The fate of thoseVietmamese who wore anti-Viet Minh depended uper the oxtbent 
ef their formor political activity. Ta Neuyen Hoi, former secretary-troasurer 
of tae Derg Uinh Hol and wore recontly an aide te Lau Due Trung, whe had 
aculve ly agsiscod the “hineso Nationalist forces, was arrested by the 
Chinese Communists at Tong-Hing (just across the Chinese border from tue 
Vieimamese town of Moncay).
